Magistrate Duer presented a 
Lower Merion ordinance to council 
for study. The ordinance states, in 
part: 

"That disorderly conduct within 
the meaning of this Ordinance 
shall constitute the making, caus- 
ing or permitting to be made any- 
where in the Township of Lower 
Merion of any unnecessary noises, 
clamor, din or other sounds tend- 
ing to disturb the peace and quiet 
of the community, and the carry- 
ing on of any business, trade, 
transportation, recreation or am- 
usement at a time, in a place, or in 
a manner which causKs any un- 
nectssary noise or disturb- 
ances ..." 

Duer stated that the work was 
being done on the property- on 
Sunday, and that it disturbed not 
only residents in the neighborhood, 
but also the congregation of the 
church located nearby.

wise, they disturbe the peace; 

(c» the operation of radios, vic- 
trolas or other mechanical instru- 
ments, or singing, shouting or 
playing of musical instruments in 
a manner and at, a time which is 
generally considered to be inap- 
propriate:
